emerge fram the seclusion of ‘centuries and 
take her rightful place in the world, One of 
the first things she did was ta. foster and 
encourage the visits of foreigners to Dai 
Nippor: ‘The people charmed the castial 
tourist, wlio afterwards: discanted upon the 
beauties of the. country, the charm of the 
. scenery, the politeness of the people and all! 
“the rest'‘of.it. There was nothing like Japan, 
and it would one day be a great country. 
All these. verbal praises “and magazine 
atticles did more, to bring Japan into 
notice’ than balf-a-dozes bagmen could 
have achieved in double: the time. One 
of the features which struck the foreigner 
‘Jin Japan was the cleanliness of the 
people and their. love of order, It would 
seem that the people of the Hermit Kingdom 
are now desirous of curbing the increasing 
power of their protectors: by endeavouring 
toinduce Weslerners to visit the country, and 
with this object modern hotels are rising in 
Seoul, while the distrust of the people in the 
forvigner's good faith is rapidly vanishing. 
But.while Corea is no doubt coming forward 
aga visitors’ paradise, it seems that the quick- 
time excursidnist is apt’ to be painfully im- 
pressed by the squalor of the surroundings 
in which the Coreans exist, the dirty ‘habits 
of the people, the barrenness ‘ol the fields 
and the general air of neglect presented by 
the country. ‘Moreover,. the natives are 
said to‘be not,-always'so gracinus as the 
stranger coming from Japan would naturally: 
expect. On the other hand the missionaries 
and others who have lived in Corea for years 
see none of these things. They are strongly 
pro-Corean, and, protest with vigour against 
the adverse criticisms of the tourist ; so that 
we have the spectacle of one side being 
in rhapsodies while’ the — other hurls 
denunciations. The Korea Daily News 
takes up the _,cudgels in. favour of 
the Kingdom, and offers a reasonable 
solution of the difficulty. One of the features 
of Coréa, the writer remarks, is the unhappy 
faculty of the people, the cities and the 
‘V landscape to present themselves in the worst 
possible light to newcomers and transient 
visitors. New arrivals receive the impression 
that the Coreans ate ain idle, invertebrate, 
thriftless and helpless lot. But, all this, we 
are told, is largely on the surface, It is 
true that an amazing number of men it 
Seoul appear to. spend their time in 
aimlessly Iolling and strolling about the 
streets, but they really form a very small 
portion of the’ population, and the average 
Corean working’ man, in the opinion 
of the writer, is equal to the Japanese 
coolie in intelligence ‘and industry, and 
superior tohim in mannerse It is alleged 
that the people are dirty. Well, says 
our contemporary, it must be admitted 
that the clothes of the people are in the 
‘ majority of cases very dirty, but then, it is 
Pleaded, it must-be remembered that, a8 
they are generally white or of some very 
light coldur, they show all the dirt. Colour- 
-ed clothes get quite as dirty: but do not 
show. As a matter of, fact, the journal, 
quoted asserts, there is probably not a coun-

“The process of displacement, however, dors: 
not endthere. Mandalay is commonly. regarded 
‘as a purely Purmese city. In Mandalay the 
Burman is. jostled by Sikh policemen and 
Indian soldiers, In the great buzzing market 
he is elbowed aside by Chinese, Mussulman, 
and Hindu traders.
